Sheriffs representing four 
Northern Michigan counties 
launched a program in Grayling 
last week aimed at safeguarding 
teens by addressing risky dri- 
ving. 

The Sheriff Telling Our 
Parents and Promoting Educated 
Drivers (STOPPED) program 
was recently started in Crawford, 
Emmet, Kalkaska and 
Roscommon counties. 

Initiated by the Michigan 
Sheriff’s Association, — the 
STOPPED program allows par- 
ents of children under 21 to reg- 
ister vehicles driven by the teens 
with the organization. 

A decal with a registration 
number is then provided to the 
parents, which is attached to the 
windshield of the vehicle. 

If the teen is stopped by 
police, officers can fill out a noti- 
fication card which tells the time 
and location of the stop, the dri- 
yer's name and number of pas- 
sengers in the vehicle, the reason 
for the stop and whether any 
citations were issued. 

The Michigan — Sheriff’s 
Association then sends a letter to 
the parents of the teen to notify 
them of the traffic stop so they 
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are aware of the situation and 
can . enforce at-home rules 
regarding driving privileges. 

“So many times, the parents 
don’t know when their kids get a 
ticket of have done something 
stupid until many months later or 
they may never know,” said 
Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield. “Everybody acts bet- 
ter whem someone's looking over 
their shoulder.” 

The Michigan Sheriff 
Association began the 
STOPPED program in seven 
counties fast year. The initiative 
was recently extended to 26 
additional counties. 

Emmet County Sheriff Peter 
Wallin satd the Michigan 
Sheriff’s Association only had to 
send out a couple of letters dur- 
ing the first year of the program 
since the teens know their in an 
added watchful eye on their 
behavior behind the wheel. 

Kalkaska County = Sheriff 
William Artress said the teens 
often acknowledge that their par- 
ents will be receiving a fetter 
during the traffic stops. 

“This is making them stand up 
to the line for what they did,” 
Artress said.

Crawford County residents 
will see a slight hike in their 
phone bills. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners, at its recent 
meeting, approved a two-percent 
Increase for the surcharge 
charged for home telephone 
service, 

A $3.24 fee is charged for each 
home telephone line in the coun- 
ty, which generates funds to 
equip, maintain and operate 911 
and central dispatch. 

In August 2004, voters 
approved a ballot issue which 
allows the county to assess up to 
16 percent for the highest rate 
charged by a telephone company 
to provide private telephone 
service, 

Larry Akers, Crawford 
County’s Emergency manage- 
ment and 911 coordinator, said 
county commissioners can also 
increase the rate by four percent 
without voter approval. 

Over the past years, the county 
has charged an 18 percent sur- 
charge, but is now going the 
maximum 20 percent allowed by 
law to generate more funds. 

“We tried not to add it in until 
we needed it and now we need 
it,’ Akers said. 

The surcharge generated about 
$25,000 a month for 911 opera- 
tions. With the increase, the 
county will receive about 
$28,000 a month or $336,000 per 
year for 911 and central dis- 
patcher operations. 

Akers said the county is

Members of the Lioness Club 
approached Crawford AuSable 
School District Superintendent 
Joe Powers regarding the dona- 
tion of the equipment in August. 

The AEDs as well as cabinets 
equipped with an alarm to store 
the devices were placed in the 
Grayling High School and 
Grayling Middle School. The 
equipment, purchased through 


Mobile Medical Response, cost ' 


$3,562. 

School officials opted to have 
the units placed at the high 
school and middle school since 
more activities take place in 
those building. The proximity of 
Mercy Hospital Grayling to the 
Grayling Elementary — and 
AuSable Primary Schools was 
also taken into account when 
deciding where to place the 
equipment. 

“If we had the funds, we would 
have done the other two school, 
but we figured the greatest need 
would be middle school and high 
school,” said Marie Prause, the 
secretary for the Grayling 
Lioness Club. 

The Grayling Lioness Club, 
which meets monthly at the 
Holiday Inn of Grayling, 
includes just over a dozen mem- 
vers. The Lioness organization’s 
main focus is to support the 
blind, raising funds to help train 
nursing home staff to assist blind 
patients, supporting the 
Michigan Eye Bank and sending 
youth to the Bear Lake Camp for 
the visually impaired. The club 
also makes a $400 scholarship 
available annually to a Grayling 
High School graduate. - 

The Lioness Club took the ini- 
tiative to purchase the AEDs as a 
community project since the club 
had some extra funds in its cof- 
fers. 

“You never know when they 
may have to use it,” said Marge 
Shepherd, president of the 
Grayling Lioness Club. “By ts 
donating the AEDs, hopefully we 
can save someone's life.” 

Powers said district officials 
were pleased to have — the

increasing the surcharge since 
people are abandoning their 
home telephone lines and switch- 
ing to cell phones and cable 
modems.

Akers said of central dispatch 
and 911 operations. 

The county has eight employ- 
ees who work in the central dis- 
patch/91] department.

“It is wonderful to have the 
Lioness Club look out for. the 
health and safety of - not only 
our students - but also every per- 
son that would be at a school 
event,” Powers said. “It quite 
possibly could be life saving.” 

Tom King, a paramedic super- 
visor for MMR in Grayling, 
coordinated the purchase of the 
AEDs with the Lioness Club and 


demonstrated the equipment at 
one of the club’s meetings. 

King said it is crucial to shock 
someone's heart within minutes 
of going tnto a cardiac arrest. 

“Once they get a defibrillation, 
hopefully that will get a regular 
heart beat until EMTs can get 
there to administer medication 
and advanced care,” King said. 

MMR provided training for the 
Grayling Middle School staff for 
the use of the equipment and will 
soon do a similar class with the 
high schoo] teachers and admin- 
istrators,

Steve Meyer, sales manager

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MEMBERS OF THE 2005-06 
Michigan legislature will roll up their 
sleeves and get back to work one last 
time in a brief lame duck session. 

Looming large, like the proverbial ele- 
phant in the parlor, is consideration of 
what happens now that the universally 
disliked Michigan single business tax 
(SBT) is set to expire in 13 months. 

How much of the expected loss of 
almost $2 billion in tax dollars will be 
replaced, and how? 

In August, the legislature responded to 
a petition drive to repeal the SBT in a 
veto proof maneuver aimed to demand 
some action. Earlier in the year, the 
Republican legislature had voted to 
repeal the tax at the end of 2007, but 
without any replacement plan attached, 
Democratic Gov. Jennifer Granholm. 
vetoed repeal. 

Not unless you tell us how the tax will 
be replaced, the governor scolded the 
lawmakers. They wouldn’t tell, so she 
wouldn’t buy.

Lame duck legislature stares at SBT again 


“SBT elephant in the capitol parlor. 
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forcing legislative action in lieu of a 
Statewide vote took the question of 
repeal out of the 2006 election cam- 
paigns for both governor and lawmakers, 


but it inserted the follow-up question of 


“What now?” 

AT THIS POINT, it’s up to the legisla- 
ture again. But which legislature? 

The 2005-06 legislature is controlled 
by Republicans in both house and sen- 
ate, but at the November 8 election, vot- 
ers ordained that in the 2007-08 legisla- 
ture Democrats would be in charge in the 
house and Republicans would maintain 
an edge in the senate, though by a small- 
er margin than before. Voters also sent 
Democrat Granholm back to the gover- 
nor’s office. This new partisan arrange- 
ment could cause a major change in law- 
making dynamics. 

Now the lame duck legislature will 
take at least a cursory look at the SBT 
quandary. 

Democrat Granholm has been consis- 
tent in her demand that the entire $2 bil- 
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lion or so lost with repeal of SBT be 
replaced somehow. She endorses again 
the same rejected program to balance the 
in-out effect she favored last spring. 

Her Republican election opponent, 
Dick DeVos, said wanted to replace only 
about half the loss, and cut government 
spending even more to make up the other 
billion dollars. 

Those who will control the legislature 
— both the old one and the new one — 
have their own ideas about how much 
and what type of dollar replacement 
should be made. 

* * * 

WHAT HAPPENS now? Probably 
nothing. 

A senate committee has been working 
on a report to be unveiled in December 
which looks at Michigan business taxes. 
Will it include an answer to the SBT 
dilemma? 

The lame duck session has several 
other pending questions to consider, but 
none as important as the tax issue. 
Outgoing lawmakers — especially the

changing Republican leadership - will 
have their last chance to push through 
pet projects or personal favorites. 

Christmas is coming, and lawmakers 
realistically will have about three weeks 
to accomplish whatever will be done by 
the outgoing legislature. Three weeks in 
the legislature boils down to about nine 
actual legislative working days, maybe 
fewer. 

it makes no sense to rush into any 
solutions to business taxes now. Instead, 
this vexing tax problem should be 
passed on to the new legislature conven- 
ing in January. 

ANY PROGRAM of new. or 
rearranged business taxes, either now or 
next year, is likely to create discomfort 
in a number of places, and anything 


meaningful deserves complete and thor- 


ough consideration before adoption. 
Can all that be done in about three 
weeks? It’s not likely. 
However, the new legislature next year 
should not delay long in dealing with the 
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Action on taxes, either thorough reform 
or only surface adjustments, should be 
an early priority item. 

The present SBT expires in December 
2007, and the new budget for the 2008 
fiscal year must be determined by 
October 2007. To plan spending, budget 
makers must know available resources. 

Then there’s the question of tax. 
administration. Before new or different 
taxes can be collected, rules and regula- 
tions must be written and adopted, forms 
printed and distributed, systems and 
methods perfected. It all takes time. 

Being the governor or a state legislator 
next year won’t be easy, and what hap- 
pens about taxes won’t be pretty. Many 
elected leaders may even ask themselves 
why they asked for the job in the first 
place.
